Dr.  Jones  Attends 
Washington  Meet 
On  Education  Aid 

Dr.  J.  W.  Jones,  president  of  the 
College,  has  returned  from  Wash¬ 
ington,  D.  C.,  where  he  had  been 
a  Missouri  delegate  to  the  White 
House  Conference  on  Education. 

Dr.  Jones  was  one  of  about  2,000 
delegates  which  included  approxl-. 
mately  1,400  state  delegates,  100 
members  of  Congress,  300  represent¬ 
atives  of  national  organizations,  and 
200  foreign  observers. 

Among  the  topics  discussed  at 
the  conference  were  “What  Should 
Our  Schools  Accomplish?”;  “How 
Can  We  Organize  Our  School  Sys¬ 
tems  More  Efficiently  and  Economi¬ 
cally?”;  “What  Is  the  Teacher  Sup¬ 
ply  and  Demand?”;  “What  Are 
Our  Building  Needs?”;  “How  Can 
We  Finance  Our  Schools?”;  and 
“How  Can  We  Keep  Up  Public  In¬ 
terest  in  Education?” 

Conference  delegates  were  divid¬ 
ed  into  about  200  tables  of  11  per¬ 
sons  each  to  discuss  the  topics. 
Chairmen  from  these  groups  re¬ 
ported  their  findings  to  select 
groups  of  chairmen,  and  from  these 
groups  twenty  delegates  were  select¬ 
ed  for  further  discussion  of  the  re¬ 
ports.  Prom  this  group  of  20,  one 
person  was  elected  to  make  the  fin¬ 
al  report  on  each  topic. 

All  discussion  and  debate  took 
place  at  the  original  200  tables 
so  that  tlie  general  sessions  were 
not  clogged  up.  Findings  of  the 
preceding  state  conferences  were 
not  discussed,  but  reports  from  these 
conferences  were  made  available  to 
the  delegates. 

While  in  Washington,  Dr.  Jones 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  North¬ 
west  Missouri  State  College  alumni 
association  group  held  there. 

Freedom  to  Write  Is 
Basic  to  Education, 

Says  J.  Mason  Brown 

Education  depends  upon  the 
freedom  of  writing  and  thinking, 
according  to  John  Mason  Brown, 
drama  critic  and  author,  who 
spoke  to  the  College  assembly,  De¬ 
cember  2. 

‘‘Had  we  met  a  year  ago,  we 
might  have  met  under  different 
conditions,  under  the  smog  of  Me- 
Carthyism,”  he  said.  McCarthy- 
ism  and  other  “isms”  have  imper¬ 
iled  writing  and  education,  he 
declared. 

Mr.  Brown  interpreted  the  pres¬ 
ent  world  race  for  nuclear  su¬ 
premacy  as  being  one  for  the  ba¬ 
lance  of  terror  instead  of  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  power. 

Politically,  the  Japanese  Treaty 
“emphasized  disarmament.”  Now 
we  are  rearming  Japan  “to  sup¬ 
port  us.” 

Thus  far  the  United  States  has 
triumphed  in  technical  skill,  he 
maintained.  The  United  States 
has  produced  the  best  engineers, 
the  best  chemists,  the  best  doc¬ 
tors,  and  probably  the  best  mor¬ 
ticians  in  the  world. 

“Everything  is  yet  to  be  done,” 
stated  Mr.  Brown.  “As  a  people, 
we  are  at  home  with  tilings.  Our 
genius  for  doing  Is  unrivaled,  Our 
tragedy  is  that  we  extend  this  to 
doing  almost  anything  to  avoid 
thinking.” 

Brown,  a  believer  in  minds 
sharpened  by  thinking,  tendered 
four  accomplishments  for  man: 
“Man  must  find  someway  of  liv¬ 
ing  with  himself,  his  neighbor, 
the  world  beyond  his  neighbor,  and 
with  his  God.”
